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A CASE IN PO:NT 
Showing That tho Chinras Exclusion Act 
Mary Havea Wider Scope. 

Washiuzian. June 4.—The decision of the 
supreme eourt upon the Chinese exclusion 
aet recently delivered may possibly have a 
much wider scope and affect a greater varie- 
ty of persons than was probably foreseen by 
the associate justices who joined with Mr. 
Grav in declaring it to be the law of the 
land. The volume of “forcign relations’? for 
ISuz, Just published by the state department, 
contalas a case in point. 

Leon Spitzer, born at Vienna, Austria, Jan- 
marry, INGT, emigrated tu the Unit al States 
ks bruary, 1882, was naturalized iu New York 
}SS.), and returned to Europe. November, 
1880. and to Vienna July, 1800. In an affi- 
davit Mr. Spitzer declared that his residence 
wus in New York, where he was a “manu- 
facturer.”’ and that he intended to “return 
to the United States within two years with 
the purpose of residing and performing the 
citizenship therein.”’ 

In March, 1802, Spitzer was notified by the 
autuoriiues of Vienna that he had been ex- 
petied from Austria under a law of 18M. He 
appealed to Minister Graut, who bronght the 
case to the attention of Count Kalnocki, prime 


minister, testifving that this treatment of 
Spitzer was in violation of the treaty of 


1870 vetween Austria-Huagary and the 
r ’ re r 


countries, Replying te Mr. Grant’s comptatat 
in behalf of Ypitzer, Count Welzerscheimb, 
for the minister of: foreign affairs, said that 
Spitzer's emigration to the United States 
was manifestly for the purpose of evading 
the milltary duty of the Austrian government; 
that the expulsion of such individuals Is bas- 
ed upon considerations of public order: and 
tkat ‘“‘cvery state has a right to.expel for- 
eigners from tts territory for reasons above 
stated and that reasons existing can be 
judged only by the international point in 
view,”’ 

This sentence accords with the view of Mr. 
Justice Gray and the language ts quite sini- 
lar. 

Minister Grant notified Count Kalnoki that 
this government could not accent that Inter- 

retation of. the treaty. a position in which 
* was supported by Sccretary Foster, wir, 
in a Mispateh dated Jnty 23, 1892, said, after 
stating that the United States would entertain 
a proposition for 2 modification of the treaty 
in question: “Rut so long as the treaty re- 
mains in force. the United States government 
will insist upoh a Strict compliance with its 
Inws: and after a careful examination of 
the case in point, it is reluctantly obliged to 
dissent. from the views expressed by the 
Austrian-Hungarian government. 

“Ag Snitzer was expelled on the vague and 
indc-finite vrounds of ‘the Interests of public 
order.’ and as no valid and explicit reason 
in support of the order {s alleged, your ac- 
tion in making a formal protest is approved 
by the department.’”’ 

This ended the correspondence so far made 
nnblic. end as Spitzer's departure for the 
Vnited Statés was intimated in one of Min- 
ister Grant’s letters, It probably closed the 
incident. 

In view. however, of the fnparent incon- 
sistency betreen the views of the executive 
and indicial branches of. the government as 
disclosed by this correspondence and the cde- 
cision on the Geary law, the attitude of the 
covernment upon the next case of alleged vio- 
latien of treaty rights by a European gov- 
erpment will be watched with interest.

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Galveston, June 4.—An Eagle Pass spe- 
ciuk to The Nows says: Full particulars of 
the Fucnt coal] mine disaster, as mearly as 
can be learned, are as follows: The Mexi- 
can International railway, which recently 
Came lite possession of the mines: is opera- 
ting a narrow-gauge road with a smal! en- 
gu, which penetrates the main entry, 
hauling in empty and bringing out loaded 
ears, This main entry is lined .6 the iop 
aid the sides with ecrevsoted Jw ber, 
and there are three afr shafts, from wilich 
to supply the mines; - with © ventilation. 
The entrance of the track-is on tae nerih 
sidé of a range of bills, through which it 
passes down an incline to the wuth of a 
tunnel on the banks of the Rio Escondido 
river. The works are all to the cast otf 
the maia entry, and some fifty men were 
ployed taking out coal. 

At 4 o’cleek yesterday, shortly after the 
engine letf the mine, it was diseovere! io 
be on-fre, and smoke and flames were seen 
issuing from the air shafts. About one 
half of the miners were working near tie 
main tunnel, and these made their escape,

leaving twenty-six of their number to per- 
ixh from the heat and smoke, and from 
the poisonous gasses which spread like 


lightning to every portion of the mines. 
Pumping Water Intothe Mine. 

When it was seen that all efforts were 
useless to rescue the imprisoned miners, 
every energy was directed to save ihe 
property from destruction. A hand pump 
was placed in position on the Esconcide 
mver, and pipes were laid into the mine as 
far as auy work could be done, the hose at- 
tached aud water poured jnto the burning 
A portable engine was speedy 
obtained and the lre subdued somewhat. 

‘bireere are twenty-four chambers ina the 
nyines, aud the dead miners are supposed to 
be to the front of the mine, At 12 o'clock 
today one body had been recovered from 
the seventh cnamber, and shortly after 
another, fearfully scorched and blackened,

roscue if overcome by the smoke, are feeling

All the miners employed were Mexicans, 
and most of them have been left destitute 
It is reported that all the parties respon- 
sible for the management of the imines, 
have been put under arrest pending an in- 
yestization of the cause of the disaster. 
But for the prompt action of the otflicials 
of the Mexican International, and their 
heroic efforts, the mine would have been de- 
stroye.! aad none of the bodies would have 
been recovered. : 

This is the first disaster in the history 
of coal mining in Mexico. Large nhumbers 
of the friends-and relatives of the unforte- 
nate miners, are gathered at the mouth of 
the mine, mutely awaiting. the recovery of 
the bodies of their sons and husbands. When 
a body is taken out, there is no outburst of 
grief, but a look of quicf resignation and 
deen grief appears on each countenance. 
Hundreds of people from Eagle Pass .and 
TPedras Negras have visited the scene to- 
day, and the smoke is still issuing from 
the shafts, impressing on all the folly of 
hoping that any of the impc?soned miners 
are yet alive. 


STRUCK BY A CYCLONE. 


Yerrible Havoc in a Texas Town—6everal 
Persons Killed. 

Houston, Tex., June 4.—Spanish Camp, 
in Wharton county, about twenty miles 
from the railroad, was struck by a terrific 
eychone on Friday night. Numbers of houses 
were unroofed and destroyed. In the vil- 
lage Josh. Wilkins’s house was blown down 
and two of his children killed. For three 
miles square everything is wreck and ruin, 
timber, houses and trees being streWn all 
about. 

Three miles from town Mindego Simmons 
wis killed and Wash Jenkins, a darky over 
a hundred years old, was caught beneath 
the ruins of his cnbin and crushed to death. 
All the residences and outhouses on. the 
Montgomery plantation were blewn away 
and several persons hurt, but no one kill- 
ed.

New York, June 4.—Another account of 
the death of Mrs. Cvlton and suicide of 
Dr. Aidkerken is given in a special from 
Chautauqua-today, which says: Mrs, O. C, 
Cclton, a married woman thirty-five years 
old, went to the office of Dr. W. W. Eld- 
kerken, which was in the cottage of Mrs.

Harwood had left the house on an errand. 
When she returned, at about 6 o'clock, 
she says she heard heavy breathing from 
the doctor’s room. She went to the door 
and found no light, and-conld get no reply. 
On going into-the room, she fod the dead 
body of the woman on the lounge and the 


‘doctor was unconscious in a chair. A tele- 


phone message was sent to Mayville for 
medical. aid, but Eldkerken was dead be- 
fore it arrived. He left a written state- 
ment, saying that he had nerformed a 
criminal operation upon Mrs. Colton, 
which resulted in death from shock and 
heart failure. He felt that he could not 
endure the consequences, and had admin- 
istered a hypodermic dose of morphine. 
The husband of Mrs. Colton was absent 
in Garland, Pa., where they formerly lived. 
Eldkerken was about forty years of age, 
and has a wife and child living in Cleve 
land, O., with whom he had not been 
living for some time.

THE HOLE IN THE COIN 


Was the Clue Which Fastened a Crime on 
Carriero. 

Fall River, Mass., June 4.—Joseph, or 
Jose, Carriero, suspected of the horrible 
murder of Bertha May Manchester, is 
under arrest in the central police station 
charged with homicide. That he really com- 
mitted the murder there appears to be lit- 
tle room to doubt, in view of the develop- 
ments made in the investigation, which 
ended after 4 o'clock this morning. Jose 
Carriero gave himself up to the pclice last 
evening, and from 7:40 o’clock until after 
midnight, he was on the rack. At first his 
story Was a good one, but one little~break 
Was mace and then came a change. Contra- 
Wiction and falsetroot? foltowed? and he was 
ordered under arrest. After the investiga- 
tion closed the Mayor and officers of the 
police department decided that the public 
had a right to the facts in possession of the 
police so far as they could safely be given. 
To this end a statement was read in the 
marshal’s office, which recited that on the 
day of the murder Carriero entered a 
French Canadian shoe dealer’s store, near 
the south end of Sagamore mill, and asked 
in broken English for qa pair of shoes. He 
pulled out of his pocket a silver trade 
dollar, bright and apparently new. He also 
pulled out from his pocket a silver half 
dollar with a hole in it. These pieces an- 
swer the description of a part of the money 
taken from Bertha’s buréan drawer. 

Bertha’s sister testifi@l that the trade 
dollar came into Bertha’s possession four- 
teen or fifteen years ago and an exawmina- 
tion disclosed the fact that it bore the 
date 1878. During the investigation Car- 
riero denied he had ever offered a silver 
half dollar with a hole in it to the shoe 
degler, but a Portuguese, who acted as in- 
terpreter with the storekeeper, stated 
positively that he had. The shoe dealer 
said that Carriero had what appeared to 
be a lady’s pocket book with a clasp on 
it, and that he took money from it. Her 
pocket book was taken from Bertha’s room. 


SUICIDES IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Three Successfal Jobs—Several 
Fall. 


Philadelphia, June 4.—This city seems to

Are the Things Macon Is Talking About 
oe NOW, 


AN-ELECTION TO BE HELD SHORTLY 


To Determine Whrether Bonds Shall Be 
Issued for Their Construction—Gen- 
“eral Macon News, 


““Macon, Ga., June 4.—(Special.)—Bridge 
2 no bridge? Sewers, or no sewers? These 
two question the people of this community 
will be called upon to decide at-an election 
“#6 be held at a near date. On the first 
proposition the people of the entire county 
of Bibb will be privileged to vote. On the 
second proposition, ouly the people of the 
city of Macon can vote. To. build a 
bridge over the Ocmulgee river, It 1s pro 
posed to issue about $35,000 of bonds by 
the county. To construct sewers in Macon, 
it is proposed to issue about $200,000 of 
bonds by the city. When the propositions 
were first suggested, the specially enthused 
advocates of the two projects thought there 
wourt be practically no opposition to the 
two enterprises. Opposition is developing 
every day, and a strong fight will be made 
at the polls, and the result of the contest 
is uncertain ‘Che intensely interested ad- 
voutes are about evenly divided. The d@& 
cision will have to be made by the great 
mass of voters who are Mudiflerent as W 
the result of the clection, lf “bridge” wine 
it wai not be because the public recognizes 
that vuere is any great need for it, or rich 
benefit to be derived by tne people at large, 
but because they do net care lo appear is 
if Opposing a public enterprise, which may, 
indeed, possess great powers for developing 
the material interests of the county. iC 1s 
a question whether or not the bridge will in- 
creas’, to aby considerable extent, the sub- 
stantial growth of Macon and Bibb county, 
but there is a contingent of the population 
Willing to give the benefit of the doubt to 
the bridge. Yet there are many who il 
-poj yote for the bridge because they believe 
there is no public necessity for it, that a 
few wil derive great bene® at the expepse 
of fhe many, 2nd that the money can be 
spent otherwise to better advantage. 
About sewers. 


Macon needs sewers. As an original 

ruposition, the people of the cily are dn 
aver of sewers. Macon needs a system of 
@nuitarv sewers, because she has none, 
Naturally the city is healthy and the sur- 
face draynave good, but so great has been 
Macon’s increase of population and multi- 
plication of houses, that nature must not 
alone be depended’ on for health and 
sewerage. Man must come to the rescue. 
Yet it cannot be truthfully denied that 
Oppesition is arising to the issuance of 

2AK.000 of bonds under the ordinance 
recentiy passed by the city eouncil, and 
which provides, among other things, that 
an election to determine.the issuance of 
bonds shall be held on June 21st. Some 
of the points of objections advanced by 
the opposition are, brietly stated, as fol- 
lows: 

‘That Macon should first possess arid 
centro] a erstem of waterworks of her 
own, and not be dependent on a private 
corporation to turnisa suiicient water sup- 
p’y to flush sewers. If Macon intends to 

uy the present waterworks, she ought 
to do so before sewers are constrected, 
for sewers’ would be valuable patronage 
for the waterworks, and woukl necessarily 
cause the company to estimate an increased 
Valine to its plant. 

That an expert shonld be engaged to 
make a survey of the city and estimate the 
cost of a system of sanitary sewerage. No 
such esumate has been made, and it is not 
known whether sewers will cost $100,000, 
Snagit or $500,000. To vete blindly for 

200,000 would be a leap in the dark, the 
opresifion says. 

‘That there should be a sewer commis- 
Sion composed of the mayor and a certain 
number of aldermen, and a certain num- 
ber of citizens. The sewers should be 
built under the direction and supervision 
of the conmnission, which should receive 
and expend the money. ‘The city treasurer 
should be the treasurer of the commission, 
and sheull be required to give a special 

nd for the sewer funds. 

That, under the terms of the city 

arter, Macon cannot issue bonds except 

y legislative enactment. 

“That the sinking fund provision of the 
Ordinance jis extravagant, unbusinesslike 
and unfinancial. 

The foregoing are some of the objections 
wrged by the. opposition to the sewer bond 
@rcinance under which the election is called 

r June 21st. They have other objections, 

ut it is not necessary to mention them 
now.

And Instructed by Able Expounders of 
the Gospel of Christ—FPulpit 
Echoes. 


At the Central Presbyterian church yester- 
day mornthg Dr. G, B. Strickler preached 
a sermon which, in ability aud eloquence, ex- 


ceeded even his own high standard, from Jere. - 


miah xiviii-11, “‘Moab hath been at ease from 
his youth, and he hath settled on his lees, 
and hath not been emptied from vessel to 
vessel, neither hath he gone into captivity;

uneventful stagnant life of the Moabites, and 
call attention to its inevitable results, He 
teaches that such a nation will not advance 
or grow better, while one that is being con- 
tinually agitated over important events, and 
has to struggle for its existence will rise and 
improve. <A very slight acquaintance with 
history shows the truth or this statement; it 
furnishes many notable instances of it, the 
best known being China, on the one hand, 
and England and this country on the other. 

The text principally applies, hewever, to 
the church, of which it bas especially been 
true. When it has had to coutend for its 
existence, has bad to struggle with-foes on 
every side, then it has been tlie most awake to 
its dation. the most successful in performing 
them. But when it has been at ease, with 
the powers of the world on its side, then it 
has been most stagnant and degraded. 

I propose now, however, to call attention to 
this truth as it applied to individual Chris- 
tians, to why it is for their good, that by 
divine providence they are not suffered to 
rest, but by changes in station, destruction 
of hopes, loss ot friends and other afflictions 
they are continually disturbed and harassed. 
It is true for several reasons. First, it is 
necessary to let them know what they really 
are. If they are true Christians it brings out 
their faith, if not, it shows their failings and 
gives opportunity to correct them. Second, 
it is necessary to show the true value of 
worldly possessions. ‘This it is natural to 
overestimate, till by the loss of the things 
we have most valued, we are shown their 
worthlessness, Third, it is necessary for the 
development of, character. Character is not 
a clothing to be put on from without, but al 
growth resulting from our own exertions, The 
man who stagnuates never improves, it is the 
man who suffers and by his suffering is led 
to higher things. Suffering is necessary to 
the perfection of character. Christ himself, 
we are told, was made perfect through suffer- 
ing. This should help us to bear.our suffer- 
ing, since He has in all things suffered as we 
have. Are we called upon to give up wealth, 
station, honor, friends, or to suffer bitter 
agony? Christ, in all these things 
gave up infinitely more, and in 
Gethsemane suffered much more 
than mortal_agony that creat drops of blood 
fell from him on the ground. Thus, having 
suffered he is able, perfectly, to succor those 
who now suffer. Lastly. these things are nec- 
essary to wean us away from the world, and 
to maks us prepare for, and willing to go to, 
that higher life in store for us in the future. 

In Grace Charch. 

Dr Kendall preached a very impressive ser- 
mon yesterday morning to a large and atten- 
tive congregation. He selected as a text Acts 
16:9, “And a vision appeared unto Paul In 
the night. There stood a@ mun of Macedonia 
and prayed him, saying, ‘Come over into 
Macedonia and help us.’ ” 

The eentral thought of his discourse Was 
God’s sympathy for the unconscious needs of 
his creatures. The message which Paul re- 
ceived in this visien come from God, and not 
from the Macedonians. ‘The people of Mace- 
donia, were ignorant of their real condition, 
and tid not realize that they stood in neeg 
of salvation. This is evidenced by the way 
in which they received Paul, Instead of be 
ing received with open arms and a cordia,; 
welcome, he was beaten and persecuted during 
his stay in that country, aud instead of appre- 
clating his service and labors among the 
the mafority of them were ungreteful a 
failed to heed the message brought to them 
by this mighty man of God. But God saw 
that this people had need of salvation, al- 
though they themselves were unconscious of 
this need. So, in His love and compassion for 
them, He sends the great apostle among 
them to give them the opportunity to hear 
the gospel of the son of God, apd be saved 
from their sins. 

We must not fail to do our duty for fear 
that our efforts will not be appreciated.

The Constitution does not claim the 
gift of prophecy, but it long since pre- 
dicted that the higher criticism, as in- 
terpreted by Dr. George Briggs, would 
be repudiated by the northern general 
aselmbly. 

The prophecy Ms now becume his- 
tory and Dr. Briggs has been susp: ded 
from the Presbyterian ministry. This 
is a milder sentence than the burning 
of Servetus by the magistracy of Ge- 
moa or the imprisonment of Galileo by 
@ political order. It is more in ac- 
cdrdance with nineteenth century meth- 
ods, and will meet with the general ap- 
proval of evangelical Christendom. If 
a minister becomes so advanced in his 
wars of thinking and teaching as to 
find himself out of harmony with the 
standard theology of his church the 
proper thing for him to do is to retire 
gracefully from the scene. 

To occupy the pulpit of a church and 
wnder cover of his robes to bombard 
the bulwarks of its faith is, to say the 
least, a grand impertinence. df Dr. 
Briggs had adopted this common-sense 
view of the situation he would have 
gaved himself a personal mortification 
fnd prevented the unseemly strife of 
tongucs aud the unpleasant heartburn- 
fangs which for a season are sure to fol- 
dow his enforced retirement. 

If a layman may be allowed a sug- 
gestion we would venture to say that 
ghis matter of Biblical criticism. which 
began with the German theologists of 
the last century, has ceased to be prac- 
tical or profitable. The great com- 
mission reads: “Go ye into all the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” Here there is no authority 
given to cavil and criticise after the lat- 
ter-day fashion. It matters little 
whether a word or letter drops out here 
and there by the carelessness of a trans- 
eriber, enouch remains intact to point 
the way heavenward. Tichendort’s 
Codex Sinaiticeus and the later” found 
Acts of the Apostles, are of less practi- 
cal worth than the street preaching of 
Booth’s Salvationists in the heart of 
“darkest London,” or the sledge-hammer 
blows of some backwoods. evangelist,

The 
great Dr. Chalmers, who carried a 
whole library in his massive brain, quit 
the professorship of theology in RBdin- 
burgh college to preach asa missionary 
amongst the laboring classes of “Auld 
Reckie.’

It 
would have been far better for Dr. 
Briggs if, instead of befuddling the 
theologians of Union -seminary with 
hypercritieal discussions on plenary in- 
epiration he had taught them the simple 
getory of the evangelists. Most of the 
mniversities of Germany have, for these 
many years, been the spawning places 
-of heresy, and more than one theologi- 
eal seminary in America—notably that 
at Andover—have been the hotbeds @& 
issues that have hindered rather than 
helped the propagation of the gospel. 

There is in some quarters a super- 
finity of learning and a morbid excess 
of “philosophy, falsely so-called.” It 
would be well for some of our younger 
divines if they would be warned by the 
fate of Briggs, and better still if they 
would give more earnest heed to Paul's 
exhortation to Timothy: ‘Preach the 
word; be insistant in season and out of 
season.” : |

The Mass Meeting Tomorrow. 

It is to be hoped that the mass meet- 
ing of Atlanta's representative citizens, 
called by Mayor Goodwin, at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, tomorrow afternoon, 
will be a large one. 

The object ef the meeting is to agree 
upon some plan that will encourage and 
advance our manufacturing interests. 

The conditions were never more fa- 
vorable for the extension of our indus- 
trial enterprises. ‘The manufacturers 
of the north are seriously considering 
whether they shalLiwind up their busi- 
ness or shift their plants to the south. 
In Massachusetts the cotton manufac- 
furers complain that they are handi- 
eapped by southern competition. The 
Boston Journal says of the situation: 

We have before us a letter written a few 
weeks oga to a northern capitalist, seeking 
aid for the establishment of a new cotton 
mill in an tmportant southern city. Some 
of the inducements offered were these: A 
free gift of land for the mill, exemption from 
all taxation for ten years, cotton delivered 
by planters at the mill at about 11-2 cents 
less per pound than it costs the New England 
manufacturer, coal at $2 per ton, and good 
white labor that will work ten and eleven 
hours a day at wages from 380 to 40 per cent 
less than New England manufacturers are 
paying. With advantages such as thege, Is 
it any wonder that cotton mills are multiply» 
ing in the south, all of them contributing to 
fncrease the competition against which Mas» 
sachusetts manufacturers have to contend? 

The same cemplaint comes from the 
iron, steel, furniture and numerous other 
industries. They are looking south- 
ward where cheaper raw materiak and 
cheaper labor would yield them larger 
profits, and where the distributing facil- 
ities of a center like Atlanta would give 
them easy access to all the markets of 
the world. 

In view of these facts we cannot 
doubt the wisdom of now making an 
organized effort to aid home factories 
and establish new ones. Our people 
have realized the folly of shipping iron 
ore at $2 per ton and buying it_back in 
its manufactured shape at from $20 to 
$100 per ton—of selling cotton at 7 
cents per pound and paying 20 to 80 
cents per pound for it when it has gone 
through northern or foreign mills—of 
selling timber at $8 per thousand and 
paying twenty times as much for it 
when it comes back to us from northern 
furniture factories. 

Of all points in the south Atlanta 
is unquestionably the most favorably 
situated and the best equipped for man- 
ufacturing. But, as Mavor Goodwin 
remarked in yesterday's Constitution, 
we have for some time past relied en- 
tirely upon our advantages, and have 
made no organized effort to attract and 
build up the diversified industries which 
would in a few years double our wealth 
and population. This policy of inac- 
tion is unwise, and it is time to arouse 
the public spirit of our citizens, and 
rally them together in a movement 
which promises so much for our future. 

It is true that in comparison with 
other southern cities Atlanta has hardly 
felt the prevailing depression. Holding 
our own, however, or making slow pro- 
gress should net satisfy us. All tliat 
we have to do to make this a great 
manufacturing center is to pull together, 
meet outside enterprise half way, and 
judiciously advertise our advantages, 
If distant factory owners who think of 
coming here desire some substantial 
encouragement in the shape of louns, 
cheap sites, low taxes and investments 
in. their stock, we should be prepared to 
come to their support. 

Doubtless these points will be duly 
considered and discussed when our 
citizens meet tomorrow. There is enough 
foresight, public spirit and liberality 
liere to maintain a manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation that will be a powerful factor 
in the upbuilding of our community. 
With a little well-directed enterprise 
we can draw to the city scores of manu- 
facturing establishments that will give 
employment to thousands, swell our 
population, fill all the houses that can 
be built in the next ten years, increase 
the value of our real estate, and make

Business Men and the Silver Question. 
There is nothing more remarkable 
than the languid interest displayed in 
current financial issues by the mer- 
chants and business men. It is remark- 
able because these issues touch their 
prosperity in its most. vital spot. Do 
they imagine that a further decline in 
values and prices will increase their 
profits? Do they imagine that their 
affairs will flourish and prosper during 
a period of depression, when all inter- 
ests are endeavoring—some of them 
vainly—to adjust themselves to the 
tightening grip of the gold trust? 

They niay rest assured that the march 
of events will speedily undeceive them. 
All enterprise and all business lie dead 
when the contraction of values and the 
fall in prices is going on, and nothing 
can flourish whilo labor is robbed of 
all its profits for the benefit of the sor- 
did greed that has its center in old Eng- 
land and its active agents in New Eng- 
land and the northeast. 

If the merchants and business men 
had been asked to give their consent 
to the levying of a tax on the cotton 
and wheat growers of this country to 
the amount of $800,000,000 for the bene- 
fit of the cotton and wheat growers of 
India, no doubt they would have re- 
fused with indignation. If they had 
been asked to approve.a law having for 


its object the building up-of the agricul- 
tural interests of India and. the crippling 


our “Gwn, “they would have 
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away from the proposition with scorn. 

But this is precisely what happened 
when John Sherman, in the senate, and 
Hooper, of Massachusetts, engineered 
through congress a bill prepared by 
Ernest Seyd, the paid agent of the 
Bank of England, which provided for 
the demonetization of silver. At that 
time cotton was worth about 17 cents 
a pound and wheat about $1.25 a bushel. 
In 1893, twenty years later, these com- 
modities, on the farm, are about 65-8 
cents a pound, and 635 cents a bushel 
respectively, and the methods of pro- 
ducing these staples have not been 
cheapened. In other words, it costs a 
southern farmer as much to produce a 
pound of cotton for which he receives 
6 cents on the farm as it did to raise 
the pound for which he received 1638 
cents on the farm. The same may be 
said of the wheat grower. 

Do our merchants and business mem, 
taking a large view of the matter, think 
that the silver miners in the west have 
as much interest in restoring silver to 
our currency as the farmers have? Does 
not the condition of our farmers—their 
prosperity or their poverty—have a 
powerful influence on the affairs of our 
business men, and on the whole course 
of trade? 

We are presenting this question to 
the common sense of those who are 
engaged in trade and business, but we 
have not told the whole story in show- 
ing the tremendous fall in wheat and 
cotton with no compensating results, 
The price of Indian wheat is still from 
15 to 17 cents a pound, measured by the 
silver rupee, and the rupee, in spite of 
the depreciation of silver bullion, is as 
good as gold to the Indian producers. 
The difference between the silver price 
of cotton in India and the gold price re- 
ceived by the southern farmers is the 
bounty that the gold trust of the United 
States compels our farmers to pay India 
for competing with our cotton and 
wheat producers. ; 

Before the demonetization of silver 
in 1873, India cut no figure whatever as 
an exporter of cotton and wheat; but 
the money power of the east, playing 
into the hands of British bankers and 
tradesmen, have compelicd our own 
cotfon and wheat growers to pay their 
own profits as a bounty on every pound 
of cotton and bushel of wheat exported 
from India. The result is that India 
now exports more than one hundred 
million dollars’ worth of cotton annual- 
ly, and nearly as much wheat. 

But, as we have said, the decline in 
price is not the whole story. It is the 
continuous downward pressure’ that 
does the damage. Wheat last week 
reached the lowest point in thirty years. 
How long before cotton will go to a 
like figure, and where will the fall in 
prices and the contraction of values 
end? 

The reason that the farmers of the 
south and west are paying a bounty to 
Indian producers is this: The Indian 
rupee has never depreciated. Mr. 
calls it the “persistent ru- 


pee.” Whether it is upheld and made 


|! valuable by the law or by Previdenee, 


the fact remains. It is as good as gold. 
The English traders can purchase 6t 
cents’ worth of silver, and with this 
buy a dollar’s worth of rupee paper, 
which will buy a dollar’s worth of Indi- 
an cotton. The 64 cents’ worth of. sil- 
ver, sent to India is coined into rypees 
worth something more -than a dollar, 
for the coinage ratio is 15 to 1. In 
other words the Indian producer gets 
an equivalent of more than a dollar in 
gold for the commodity that ®ié Amert- 
can producer is compelled to ‘sell for 
64 cents. 

We place these facts before the mer- 
chants and business men of the south 
for their careful consideration.

THEY TALK OF THE EVENTFUL TRIP. 


Some Prominent Old Soldiers Who Dis- 
cussed the Incidents of the Davis 
Reinterment—Going Home. 


A dozen or more of the Louisiana and 
Mississippi veterans, who went to Rich- 
mond to see the final burial of Jefferson 
Davis, passed through the city yesterday 
on their way home. 

. Among the number were Adjutant Gur- 
sedt, of the famous Washington Artillery, 


‘ef New Orleans; Captain Reneau, of the 


same company; Judge Winchester, of 


‘Natchez, Miss., and others. 


They were all talking about the trip and 
the lessons it taught. Standing there in the 
corridors of the Kimball for a few mo- 
ments the old soldiers went over the entire 
trip again, from New Orleans to Richmond, 
and maby were the touching little incidents 
they recalled. 

“It was a perfect triumphal march 
through the south,” said the handsome ad- 


jutant of the Washington Artillery, as he 


pushed back his slouch of a gray hat, upon 
which shone the letters “U. ©. V.”, standing 
for United Confederate Veterans., 

“Yes, sir, there was never anything like 


‘it en the pages of history and this thing 


is as true as the gospel of heaven, the last 
sad chapter of the history of the confeder- 
acy is the brightest and the best. I tell you 
but the simple truth when J say that I could 
scarcely hold back the tears from my eyes 
at times on that trip. Here it was several 
years after the death of our old leader; he 
had been mourned in the hour of death by 
us all with genuine sorrow at the time, 
and with it ali after these four or itive years 
to see great throngs of people clamuoring to 
touch his casket in its hurried travel trom

“We must not forget the part the rail- 
roads played,” was the remark of Judge 
Winchester, of Mississippi, who recalled 
how very courteous the roads had been to 
he entire party along the way from New 
Orleans to Richmond. 

Indeed, it is true. There was never such 
favor suown an undertaking of this kind by 
the busy railroad men of the present day as 
the roads rendered the funeral party, whose 
sac] mission it was to eseort the remains of 
the dead leader of the south to their final 
resting place. Mention has already been 
made of the atfention shown by the au- 
thorities of the Louisville and Nasfville 
and the Atlanta and West Point roads 
from New Orlenns to Atlanta. 

From Atlanta to Richmond a special train 
over the Richmond and Danville, hand- 
semeiy decorated and nicely fitted yp, took 
the old warrior to his last resting place. 
Colonel Sam Hardwick, the energetic as- 
sistant passenger agent of the Richmond 
and Danville, had his whole soul in the 
matter and exerted himself to make travel 
a comfort to every passenger aboard the 
train. He worked hard on it weeks in ad- 
vance. 

Mr. Tayloe, of the passenger department 
of the road, went all the Way to Richmad 
with the party to give them all the atten- 
tion in human power to give. Galliwt and 
courteous ever he rendered acceptable 
service to the distinguished party. It is 
something unusual, indeed, to sée such at- 
tention given by busy railroad officials to a 
great party of travelers.

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 


Exfitor Constitution—I noficed In The At- 


lanta Constitution published Wednesday, May 
24th, fn article which stated that the tewn 
of West End contemplated calling an election 
for the issuance of $50,000 in bonds, sud that 
& large amount of the money would be used 
by West End in building sewers and laying 
water pipes, in order that a connection wight 
be miade with the new waterworks of the city 
of Atiania. The articie further stated that 
the board of water commissioners of the city 
of Atianta had assured the council of West 
Bnd that as svon as the new waterworks of 
Atlanta were put in operation that a connec- 
tion would be allowed, and that the town of 
West End could be supplied with water from 
he Atlanta waterworks. Some time ago a 
etition Was presented to the beard of water 
commissioners from the council, I think of 
West End, asking the board to allow West 
End to use the city water and offering to pay 
for the use $f the same, and they would lay 
the pipes through the town o€ West End at 
their own expense. This petition was re- 
ferred to a committee of the water. board 
anid bas been very generally dis-ussed by the 
board, but no definite action has as yet been 
taken. As a member of the board and as 
one of the representatives of Atlanta in that 
department, 1 desire to say that I hare been, 
and am now, opposed to allowing West End 
to use water to be furnished by the city of 
Atlanta. I do not believe it would be fair, 
right or just to the citizens of Atlanta, who 
have but recently incurred such an enormous 
expense to build and equip her new water- 
works, to give West End the use of same. 
As it is well*known, the new waterworks in 
Atlanta havé been bullt on account of the 
inidequacy of her old waterworks, and that 
a statement to that effect was made to the 
ople of Atlanta at the Mme that the water 
ond election was called for. Recegnizing 
the fact that at the present time and for 
many years to eome Atlanta will not consume 
all the water the new waterworks will su 
ply, still I do not think {t would be right to 
make any contract or agreement with West 
End to furnish her water. Besides I do not 
believe that the people of Atlanta would rati ; 
or approve such action on the part of the 
board of water commissioners. [t is wel} 
known that during Captain Glenn’s adminise 
tration as mayor of Atlanta every effort wag 
made to induce the people of West End to be- 
come annexed to Afianta and that an election 
was held in West End to decide. the question 
of annexation, and that the people of West 
End decided by that election not to become 
annexed to Atlanta. J therefore cannot see 
what obligation Atlanta Is under to West 
Iend to furnish her with water any more thar 
to furnish her with police protection or light- 
igs her ‘streets with electric lights. I have 
rfpeated!y stated in conversations with some 
of West End’s most prominent citizens that 
if West Erid would beconte a part of Atlanta 
that no member of the water board would ad- 
vocate more earnestiy and with wore pleasure 
than myself to give the good people of West 
End all the water that she might need, but 
I do not think-4hat it weuld he fair for the 
people of Atlanta, who are paying a tax of 
1 1-2 per cent on their property, hesides pay- 
ing for the use of the water, that West End, 
whose tax is only 3-4 per cent, and who 
would expect Atlanta to furnish her water. at 
o—_ the price that Atlanta consumers have 
Oo pay. , 
It has not been my purpose to say anything 
on this subject throngh the columns of thé 
newspapers, and I should not have done so, 
had it not been for the article already re- 
ferred to, as the article would naturally leave 
the people of West End under the impression 
that if they should vote for the bonds to tay 
witer pines that the board of water com- 
missioners of Atlanta hed assured the council 
of West Fund that water would be furnished 


_them. 


I destre to place mreaelf on record at this 
time us being opposed to Atlanta furnishing 
water for West End, and shall continne to 
the overwhelming sentiment 
of the peonle of Atianta shows that they are 
Willing that the board should do-so. In con- 
elusion I beg to say that many of mv most int® 
mate friends live in West End and there is no 
one who has a higher regard for her citizens 
than myself. and therefore my opposition is

JUDGE FAIN TALKS. 


He Is Well Pleased with the School Situation 
in Fulton County. 


Fain, county school 
missioner, is well pleased with 
the school census of Fulton 
county, and does not hesitate to say 80. 

“In 1883,” said Judge Fain, ‘“‘the total 
of white and colored males and females of 
a school age was 4,334. Of these 2,604 
were white, and 1,730 colored. This year 
the total number was 6,572, the number of 
whites being 3,630, and the number of cel- 
ored being 2,042. 

‘Phe best report turned in was that of 
Mr. J. M. Wilson, of West End. His re 
port shows that out of the 406 white child- 
ren and 971 colored children of a school 
age, there is not one but that has attended 
school. Every one of the children between 
the ages of ten and eighteen, in West End, 
is able to read, and in the list of infirmi- 
ties, there does not appear a single child.” 

This makes West End the banner dis- 
trict. 

“The closing exercises: of the Hapeville 
school occurred last Friday,” said Judge 
Fain, “and the children did exceptionally 
well. There was a fine dinner awaiting 
those who were especially invited, and the 
exercises were ‘very enjoyable. Captain 
Bradwell was present and made the people 
a sound address that embodied many inter- 
esting statistics.

They Claim to Have Seen Himin the Pord.

| of Elijah Cheavers, the notorious negro 


who brutally murdered Deputy Sheriff 
Culpepper, the negroes of this place bave 
been greatly excited over rumors that 
Elijah Cheavers was not dead, but had 
come to life and was still in the neighbor- 
hood. Cheavérs was hanged in a cypress 
pond, two miles from the ‘city: ‘The negroes 
who are. superstitious say that they have 
seen somebody in the pond, frequently op 


dark nights, answering aceurately the de- 


scription of Cheavers, and they will not 
venture near there at night. Soon after 
the hanging occured, it was commonly re 
ported among the negroes that Elijah 
Cheavers had been seen at Duke, (a. 
Then there was a rumor that he was at a 


house in Old Nine, and that his. neck was | 


badly swollen, but he would be well in a 
few days. It was also rumored that 
Elijah Cheaverg told a negro in Old Nine, 
three days after he was hanged, that he 
had been duly hanged according to law; 
that he had committed and he intended 
to kill whites and blacks as fast as he 
came to them, regardless of who they were, 
as the law could not punish him again, as 
he was considered dead in the eyeg of the 
law. The negroes gave remarkable cred- 
ence to these rumors. Cheavers was buried 
at Duke, Ga. The negroes will not go 
near his grave or the place where he was 


ehanged at night.
